After nearly three months of quarantine, Ohioans are ready to get out and enjoy summer. 

But this year, they'll have to rate the risks of their favorite fun activities, due to the coro- 
navirus. “There is really no such thing as zero risk of transmission,” Case Western Reserve 
University School of Medicine associate professor Mark Cameron said. 

Still, some activities are safer than others. And there are new tools and distancing mea- 
sures in place to mitigate the threat of the coronavirus constant in our lives. 

Cleveland.com interviewed experts from Ohio State University, MetroHealth, the Cleve- 
land Clinic, Case Western Reserve University, Northeast Ohio Medical University, Lorain 
County Community College and University Hospitals to assess the risk of that backyard 
barbecue or trip to the beach.

There are some general 
rules to consider in each 
scenario, including: 


How crowded is the venue and how long will 
you be around other people? The longer 
you're around other people, the more likely 
the virus will spread. You should also consider 
the capacity of the place you're visiting, and 
whether the number of people there can be 
controlled to maintain social distancing. 


Will people at the gathering or venue be wear- 
ing masks? Experts say everyone should wear 
a mask in public. 


Will that activity extend outside a small social 
circle you've maintained during shelter-in- 


place? Each new person introduces a risk. 


Is the event or gathering inside or outside?

CLEVELAND 


Protests 
turn violent 
downtown 


Demonstrators set police 
cars on fire, break windows

Protesters torched at least five police 
cars, shattered the windows of the 
Cuyahoga County Justice Center with 
water bottles and rocks, and destroyed bus 
shelters downtown, as a demonstration 
over the death of George Floyd on Saturday 
turned violent. 

Thousands of people — nearly all wear- 
ing masks to stop the spread of the corona- 
virus — were scattered through downtown 
Saturday evening, as police in riot gear 
with plastic shields lined Lakeside Avenue. 

Streets into downtown were closed. 
Inmates pounded on the walls inside the 
justice center. And outside the area was 
littered with water bottles, face masks, 
empty canisters, overturned trash cans 
and orange barrels. The Justice Center and 
the old county courthouse across Lakeside 
was spraypainted with “Pigs,” “Black Lives 
Matter” and “ACAB.” And every few sec- 
onds you could hear the BOOM of smoke 
canisters.

Frank Bossu was 56 when the 
question came from his father.
